An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  protection,  regulation 
and  control  of  Shade  Trees  and  City  Parks  in  the 
City  of  Newark,  New  Jersey.  ^  ^ 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  Shade  Tree  Commission  of  the  City 
of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  as  follows: 

1.  No  person  shall,  without  the  written  permit  of  the 
Shade  Tree  Commission,  cut,  break,  climb,  injure  or  re¬ 
move  any  living  tree  in  a  public  highway,  or  any  tree  or 
plant  in  a  city  park;  or  injure,  misuse  or  remove  any  device 
placed  to  protect  such  tree  or  plant,  or  any  structure  or  de¬ 
vice,  in  or  around  a  city  park  and  pertaining  thereto;  or 
have  possession  of  any  such  structure  or  thing,  or  any  part 
thereof. 

2.  No  person  shall  enter  upon  any  portion  of  lawn  or 
ground  within  a  city  park  when  notified  by  a  sign  placed  in 
such  park,  or  by  a  guardian  of  such  park,  or  by  a  police 
officer,  not  to  enter  upon  such  lawn  or  ground. 

3.  No  person  shall  leave  any  paper  or  other  waste  mater¬ 
ial  in  a  city  park,  except  in  the  receptacles  which  may  be 
provided  therein  for  such  material. 

4.  No  person  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall,  ex¬ 
cept  at  such  places  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Shade  Tree  Commission,  play  at  any 
game  in  a  city  park. 

5.  No  person  shall,  without  the  written  permit  of  the 
Shade  Tree  Commission,  place  any  booth,  stand  or  other 
structure,  or  station  any  wagon  or  other  vehicle,  in  a  city 
park. 

6.  No  person  shall  offer  any  article  for  sale,  display  any 
advertising  device,  or  distribute  any  circulars  or  cards  in  a 
city  park. 

7.  No  person  shall  fasten  a  horse  or  other  animal  to  a 
tree  in  a  public  highway  of  the  said  city,  or  in  a  city  park 
therein,  nor  cause  a  horse  or  other  animal,  to  stand  so  that 
said  horse  or  animal  can  injure  such  a  tree. 

8.  No  person  shall  utter  any  profane,  threatening,  or 
abusive  language  or  loud  outcry,  or  do  any  obscene  or  in¬ 
decent  act,  commit  any  nuisance,  solicit  any  subscription  or 
contribution,  or  play  any  game  of  chance  in  a  city  park,  or 
bring  into  a  city  park  any  instrument  of  gambling  or  of 
any  similar  use. 

9.  No  person  shall,  without  the  written  permit  of  the 
Shade  Tree  Commission,  attach  or  keep  attached  to  a  tree 
in  a  public  highway  or  city  park,  or  to  the  guard  or  stake 
intended  for  the  protection  of  such  a  tree,  a  rope,  wire,  sign 
or  any  device. 


10.  No  person  shall,  without  the  written  permit  of  the 
Shade  Tree  Commission,  place,  or  hereafter  maintain,  upon 
the  ground  in  a  public  highway  or  city  park,  stone,  cement 
or  other  substance  which  shall  impede  the  free  entrance  of 
water  and  air  to  the  roots  of  any  tree  in  such  highway  or 
park  without  leaving  an  open  space  of  ground  outside  the 
trunk  of  said  tree  in  area  not  less  than  four  ESSE  square,  feet. 

11.  In  the  erection  or  repair  of  a  building  or  structure, 
the  owner  thereof  shall  place  such  guards  around  all  nearby 
trees  on  the  public  highway  as  shall  effectually  prevent  in¬ 
jury  to  them. 

12.  Every  person  or  corporation  having  any  wire  charged 
with  electricity  running  through  a  public  highway  or  park 
shall  securely  fasten  such  wire  so  that  it  shall  not  come  into 
contact  with  any  tree  therein. 

13.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  prevent,  delay  or  in-  • 
terfere  with  the  Shade  Tree  Commission  or  its  employees 
in  the  planting,  pruning,  spraying  or  removing  of  a  tree  in 

a  public  highway  or  city  park,  or  in  the  removal  of  stone, 
cement  or  other  substance  about  the  trunk  of  a  tree. 

14.  Every  violation  by  the  same  person  of  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance  which  occurs  again,  or  continues,  on  any 
day  or  days  succeeding  the  first  violation  thereof,  shall  con¬ 
stitute  an  additional  violation  for  each  of  such  succeeding 
days. 

15.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court  in  which  the  conviction  is  had;  and  may  be,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  committed  to  the  county  jail  or 
penitentiary  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  three  months. 

16.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Gentlemen : -- 

We  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  enclosed 
copy  of  ''An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  Protection,  Regulation  and 
Control  of  Shade  Trees  in  the  City  of  Newark,  N.  J. ' ' 

We  invite  your  special  attention  to  Glauses  10,  11  and  13 
of  this  Ordinance.  These  clauses  point  out  that  in  the  course  of 
building  operations  and  the  laying  of  cement  sidewalks  you  can  aid 
materially  in  prolonging  the  life  of  these  trees.  A  proper  con¬ 
sideration  for  the  tree  by  retaining  the  good  soil  near  the  roots 
and  leaving  a  large  opening  for  the  entrance  of  air  and  water,  as 
well  as  protecting  the  trunks  while  the  buildimgs  are  being  erected , 
will  remove  causes  which  do  much  harm.  You  can  also  influence 
property  owners  to  increase  the  number  of  trees  along  our  city 
streets  if  you  will  leave  well  placed  openings  for  trees  when  you 
manufacture  your  cement  sidewalks. 

We  need  not  point  out  that  the  street  trees  of  Newark  are 
valuable  assets  of  the  city  and  of  its  citizens.  These  trees  have 
not  only  esthetic  and  hygienic  values,  but  realty  values  as  well. 
Hence  the  propriety  of  providing  for  their  protection  as  per  en¬ 
closed  copy  ®f  Ordinance. 

We  readily  assure  ourselves  that  the  Shade  Tree  Commission 
can  confidently  count  on  your  cordial  co-operation  in  this  matter J 
of  protecting  the  trees  of  Newark.  ^

SPECIFICATIONS  ADOPTED  FOR  THE  SELECTION  OF  TREES 


We  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  your  particular  attention  to  the  proposal  to  plant  a  tree  or  trees  in  front 

of  the  - . - . . .  . . side  of  your  property.  You  are  probably  acquainted  with  our  purpose  to  so  plant  as 

to  create  an  uninterrupted  line  of  shade  trees,  at  intervals  as  regular  as  possible,  on  both  sides  of  the  street.  Notice  o(  our 
intention  to  plant  on  above  street,  and  of  our  meeting  to 
decide  as  to  said  proposed  planting,  was  published  for 
two  weeks  according  to  statute.  (See  Laws  1893, 
p.  496  ;  also  1905,  p.  21  2).  No  objection  was  raised 
by  you  at  the  meeting  so  advertised.  We  now  beg  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  green  mark  or  marks  on  the  curb 
in  front  of  your  said  property  as  indicating  the  place  where 
we  intend  to  plant  a  tree  or  trees.  We  assure  you  that 
if  it  be  necessary  to  cut  any  cement  or  flagging,  it  shall  be 
done  so  that  the  sidewalk  will  be  left  as  if  the  tree  had 
been  planted  before  the  sidewalk  was  laid,  and  that  the 
edges  of  any  cement  cut  will  be  properly  re-cemented. 

We  desire  to  do  this  work  as  far  as  possible  with 
the  approval  of  property  owners.  Occasionially  there  is 
a  good  reason  why  the  proposed  location  of  a  tree  should 
be  altered  or  omitted.  The  Commissioners  will  carefully 
weigh  every  reason  presented. 

If  we  do  not  hear  from  you  by . 


-  - - we  shall 

take  it  for  granted  that  you  have  no  objection  to  the 
location  selected.  This  notice  is  not  required  by  statute, 
and  failure  to  receive  it  will  constitute  no  right  to  object. 

The  Commisssoners  are  undertaking  a  novel  work  with 
the  approval,  we  believe,  of  the  great  majority  of  our 
citizens,  and  desire  the  co-operation  of  those  most 
particularly  concerned. 

The  Commissioners  aim  to  do  this  work  at  a 
minimum  of  expense.  Only  the  actual  cost  incurred  in 
digging  and  planting,  and  of  the  tree,  stake  and  guard,  are  assessed  against  the  property.  The  minimum  and  maximum 
assesssments  for  1907  were  $1 .67  and  $2.76.  i  rees  planted  by  the  Commissoners  which  die,  are  being  replaced  with  live 
ones,  and  special  steps  are  taken  to  spray  the  trees  and  to  enrich  the  soil  systematically. 

We  refer  you  to  the  diagram  printed  on  this  sheet.  This  shows  the  specifications  adopted  for  the  selection  of  trees, 
quality  and  size  of  wire  guard  and  stake,  and  the  size  of  opening  and  area  of  subsoiling.  If  you  prefer  to  do  the  planting 
yourselr,  we  have  no  objection,  provided  the  tree  is  of  the  kind  adopted  by  us  for  your  street  and  is  planted  and  guarded  in 
compliance  with  the  above  particulars  and  before  the  hole  is  dug  by  our  men. 

Please  state  objections  (if  any)  and  suggestions,  with  reasons  therefor  in  writing,  and  address  the  same  to  Shade  Tree 
Commission,  City  Hall,  Newark.  The  Secretary  will  also  be  at  the  office  every  morning,  from  8  30  to  10.30.
